I he most ex citinrr escape and re­ 
capture in the history of the Fulton 
chain g anfr occurred nifrln before 
last when Tom Smith, a trusty,lied 
trom the camps on the Jonesboro 
road, hotly pursueil by two g uards 
and the bloodhounds which are 
kept at the cam|)s lor the jiiirpose 
of tracking down fug itives. 
The cont'ict prepared the supper 
for the g ang Alonday nig ht. While 
the men and g uards sat at the long 
table and the bloodhounds lazily 
dozed in the camp. Smith was' 
hurrying towards Jonesboro. 
The 
neg ro was not missed until after 
supper, when he was called to carry 
the plates back into the cookinrr 
tent. 
^ 
The g uards became alarmed at 
the neg ro’s absence, and, when a 
search of the camp and premises 
was made, it was disco\ered that 
Smith was g one. He probably had 
an 
hour’s start, but the blood­ 
hounds were soon put upon his 
'track and the trail was 
q uickly 
caug ht. 
The dog s and g uards left 
th e 
camp at 7 o’clock, and, althoug h 
the dog s were hot on the trail the 
entire time. Smith was not oyer- 
taken until midnig ht, when he was 
captured in a dense swamp near 
^lorrow s station, in Clayton coun­ 
ty, more than fifteen miles in a di­ 
rect line, and probably more than 
thirty miles by the circuitous route 
which he took in ’ laking his es­ 
cape. 
IMany miles the dog s ran throug h 
the swamps of South riyer. 
The 
conyict had followed the riyer’s 
way, hoping 
to throw the dog s off the' scent l)y 
x vading and running throug h thè 
water. 
In many places the convict 
had swam throug h deep water. 
Reaching the opposite bank, he 
would run down the river for a 
mile or two, and would then re­ 
cross, hoping in that manner to 
confuse the bloodhounds, which he 
knew would soon be on his track 
after he left the camps. 
“ It was such a race as has never 
occurred in Fulton countv, or even 
in the state,” said Jack 'Spalding , 
who is the chairman of the commit­ 
tee on public works. 
“ W ith al­ 
most human intellig ence the blood­ 
hounds followed the trail throug h 
water, across swamps and down 
the rayines, then up the hillsides 
and ag ain into the dense swamps, 
where it was almost impossible for 
a man to pass. 
^‘The 
bloodhounds 
were mere 
puppies, imported from Eng land 
for Captain Donaldson. 
They ran 
with the swiftness of the wind, 
holding their noses close to the 
g round, 
at times running with 
their heads almost submerg ed in 
the water. 
The g uards followed 
close by, keeping up with the dog s 
and being rig ht behind them wlien 
Smith was caug ht in in the swamp 
near ^Morrows station. 
‘‘As the dog s went throug h the 
woods, yelling at the top of their 
voices, the old farmers would wake 
up and shout to them, thinking 
possibly they were on a fox chase. 
The old hills echoed with the yelp 
of the dog s and the encourag ing
